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PARLIAMENT. 
Ottawa, Feb. 21, 1991. 

The House is re-assembling after the 
adjournment over Ash Wednesday; the 
committees on public accounts and 
ogriculture are meeting this morning 
for organization; the work of dealing 
with the, estimates has been commenc~ 
ed, and everything looks like getting 
down to business, Still a holiday in 
the middle of the week is a very con- 
ciderable loss, as it means that a naum- 
ber of the members, who generally 
epond only three days in the middle of 
cach week in attendance at parliament 
do not come at all, and business that 
they are interested in which might 
have been dispiq@sed of had they, been 
present is held back, to take ug time 
when possibly it is more precious. It 
is two full weeks since parliament met, 
and ithe actual work of the session can 
ouly pow, be saidj to have started. 

Friday last was set apart for the dis- 
cussion of Mr. McLean’s motion de- 
claring against golitical management 
of government railways, but as sa 
many members had gone home on 
Thursday evening be refused to go on 
and the House adjourned after a very 
short sit ting. ' 

Monday was private members day, 
and neitner the estimates nor Mr, Mc- 
Lean’s motion could be taken up. 

Sic Hibbert Tupper moved for pap- 
ers in connection with the government 
corstruction of the Yukon telegraph 
line, and in doing so threw out several 
nasty Lasinuaticns against the minister 
of public works and J. B. Charlson, 
manager of construction, which were 
duly reseated by the munister, wha at 
the same time promised al] informas 
tion, Sir Hibbert’s principal insinwa- 
tious were that poles were charged for 
when trees were being used as poles 
izctead, and that owing to a mistake 
in direction by the parties building 
from the south and north respectively, 
although the length of line was suffi- 
cient to compfete it, the ends were 
actually still 70 miles apart. The min- 
iste im ptemisigg the papers without 
delay said tnat Gharlsox had built 650 


miles from Beninett to Dawson and was 


complimented on his work. He had 
tui't 1,300 miles last! seagon under the 
greatest difficulties. Only a ga of 50 
miles remained and by the Ist of July, 
next there wquld be through tele- 
grapbic communication with Dawson. 


E. F. Clarke brought uri the question 
of the pay of C battery of Canadian 


Artillery serving in South Africa, A 


lively disouission followed in which the 


minister of miltia and Messrs, Britton, 


Henderson and the ieader of the opy 


position took part. C. battery was at 
the relief of Mafeking and the expedi- 
lion of which it formed)a part was un- 
der Rhedegian command. The Rhodes- 
ian government made a grant of five 
shillings, ($1.25) a day to the battery 
as well as tg other forces forming part 
of the same expedition, The Imperial 
pay received by the men was (or would 
have been) much less than this, and by 
act, of the Canadian parliament at last 
session it was provided that the Imper4 
ial pay of say, 252 a day should be sup- 
plemented by enough Canadian paly to 
raise the total to 75a a day. The miltia 
department had taken the ground that 
C© battery having received $1.25 a day, 
being more than the maximum for 
which Canada was responsible, was not 
entitled te any Camadian pay. Messrs. 
Clarke and Henderson took the ground 
that the Rhodesian pay, was in the ma- 
ture of a bonus from the Rhodesian 
government, a yecognition of special 
services, vas not Imperial pay at all, 
anc should not be considered in set- 
tling wp with the men. To complicate 
matters a number of the men before 
leaving for South Afric. had assigned 
the Canadian part of their 750 a day 
to their dependent relatives. This 
money had been paid by the govern; 
ment, so that ar the matter stands a 
number of the men bave received their 
Canadian pay in full in addition ‘to 
their Rhodesian pay, while others have 
only received the Rhodesian pay, and 
it is on thein behalf that Mr. Clarke 
desired to enlist the consideration of 
the House. 

The muaister of militia took the 
ground that the so-called Rhodesian 
riuy was really Imperial pay at Rhodes- 
ian rates, and that under the act there 
Was no Canadian pay due the men. 


The lealer of the opiposition, who by 
the way is a cousin of the minister of 
militia, agreed that if the minister's 
contention was correct as to the Im- 
perial nature of the Rhodesian pay, his 
cours® was in accordance with the act, 
but that point would have to be settled 
by the House and could not be, left to 
the subordinates of the minister. 

Britten, liberal of Kingston, consid- 
ered it unfortunate that there should 


* 
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bs aniy dispuite as to pay. Some of the 
men bad received their full pay, 
and unless all did there would be a 
sense of injustice created, which would 
be very undesirable. 

The question will come up again 
when the papers come down, During 
discussion it was impossibie not to see 
that however strongly, the minister 
might, be backed upi by, the letter of 
the law, the feeling was that he was 
Viglating its spirit. Whe intent having 
been to deal with the Canadian vol- 
unteers who went to South Afric in 
the most liberal spirit. No doubt the 
men will be paid in full in the end, 
but it is unfortunate that the minister 
should bave allowed himself to be plac- 
ed, in a position so directly opposed to 
popular sentiment. 

On Tuesday Mr. McLean delivered 
his long deferred speech on nationaliza- 
tion of railwase, it is a strange quirk 
of mind whith hangs a speech declaring 
for political ownership of railways on 
a motion declaring againgt political in- 
terference in the management of rail- 
ways. While Mr. McLean’s motion 
was that the poutical management of 
railways was an evil, his speech was a 
declaration for the yolitical manage- 
ment of ail railways. It is impossible 
to do justice to Mr. McLean’s remarks 
except by reproducing them and they 
were to long for that. He is nothing 
if aot foncefui and original, and always 
speaks with a purpose. He began by 
building ug the bogey of prospective 
railway monopoly in the States and 
possible extension of that monopoly to 
Canada to prevent which he considered 
government purchase or lease of exist- 
ing Canadian railways as the only sure 
preventative, He argued that the gov- 
ernment cquld secure contrul of the 
rates over both Grand Trunk and C. 
P. R. as had been doine. by. the Mainiltoba 
government with the Canadian North- 
ern, by directly assuming! their ‘liabil- 
ities,, The country carried these liabil- 
ities to-daly by means of charges on 
traffic, which the country did not con- 
irol. Or the country might. by a con- 
trolling interest in the stock of the 
G. T. R. and, C. P.. Ru which could be 
done for twenty millions in the case 
of the latter and, of thirty. millions in 
tha case of the former. Formerly Mr. 
MkLean was a strong! advocate of the 
idea of fulshing the government rail- 
way system across the continent ag a 
means of forcing fair rates over the 
corporation pwned. liaes. He has now 
decided against this idea as the useless 
duiplication of roads, and wasteful ex- 
penditure of capital. As traffic 
would have to provide interest on a 
double investment rates would in- 
crease instead of decrease ag a result 
of such duplicate construction. In 
this feature of his case Mr. McLean al- 
laws his new fouind desire to protect 
the interest of the C.P.K. to blind him 
to the need of additional) railway con- 
struction both in the Territories and 

31itish Columbia if those regions are 
to be developed, and puts his argument 
for the nationalization of railways out 
of court as far as Western Canada is 
concerned, If wationalization of rail- 
ways mears adequate railway devel- 
ment in the west then western people 
can consider it. But if nationaliza- 
tion meatis stagnation, as he suggests, 
then they cannot consider it. There is 
an impression that Mr. MicLean’s big 
Propositions and high sounding phrages 
are intended to pave the way fon his 
taking part in the newspaper and po- 
litical campaign now being organized 

from end to end of Canada byf the C. 

P. R. against the Manitoba govern- 
ment’s railway deal with the Canadian 
Northern, and against allowing the 
Fernis coal mines a direct and inde- 
pendeat railway outlet to the United 
States. These are the practical rail- 
way questions that are up for consid- 
eration at the present time, and the C. 
P. R. are putting up the fight of their 
lives against both projects. While 
thely have lost the powerful support of 
the Globe aod its friends they are 
picking up adhereats wherever they 
cam, and certainly bave a fighting 
chance of vet throwing down the west- 
ern country at both ends, 

The minister of railways did not 
treat Mr. MecLean’s speech Seriously. 
He considered it merely an academic 
dissussion of which the wild 
meats and impracticable propositions 
rut forward “vw Mr, McLean were the

Invariably the zen- 
eral pubic gave no particular atten- 
tion to it, even the schools were not 
closed, but I vividly. remember if the 
small pox cny was raised the tune 
chaaged. The older people thoroughly 
understood it as it was knuwn io make 
its turns every. two or three decades 
anyway, along countries by the sea. 
It was called Peachodhas, I have been 
here 19 years and [I never saw. a sign 
of it. I agsure you if I fad few of ‘the 
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old Scotch Grannies of the type whom | 


I knew cured people 40 years ago that 
the most stubborn case would yield in 
48 hours. All done by simple and in- 
expensive medicine, Ihe main thing 
was to get th~ pimple to show in the 
nick of time. I have never known a 
death caused by it. I am fully. positive 
in my miad that there is no more smal] 
pox in what I saw thay in’ a rattling 
dose of itch. I wish to point out that 
I find no fav!! witb the health officer 
| ap it is far better to err on oo ag 

side, He should be recommended for 
| prompt action, Furthermore I al- 
ways imbibed the idea that ou! Edmon- 
ton district medical staff was second 
| to none, so I assure; them/I find no 
fault with them. I merely give the 
foregoing as what I yersonally experi- 
enced for the general good,

the effects of war are visible. We have 
put our bands to the plough and shall 
not withéraw it. The war will be 
continued until it comes to the only 
conclusion consistent with our hon- 


er, 

Mr. William Redmond, nationalist 
member for East Clare, protested 
against the war, declaring that he 
would believe) im colonial support of it 
when the Australian and Dominion 
parliaments had voted £1,000,000 each 
to carry it on.” 

Mr. James Bryce, radical member 
for South Aberdeen, argued that the 
government was wrong in demanding 


uuniconditional surrender from. the 
Boers. 
Mr. Chamberlain inter jected:--“Lord 


Roberts only demanded unconditional 
surrender -of the Boer government, 
not of individmal Boers.” 

Resuming, Mr. Bryce said:—“You 
have driven to despair an’ enemiy whose 
bravery de-erves more respect, It 
would be better not to convert the re- 
publics into self-governing colonies, 
butt to leave tuem as protected States, 
disarmed and free from foreign inter- 
ference.” 


The House then adjourned.

WETASKIWIN AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY 

Address by the retiring president, Mr. 
A. Watersten}.deliveredat the an- 
nual meeting of the society in We- 
teskiwin, Mr. Waterston was first 
president of the society: 


Gentlemen: Retiring as I am from the 
vely honornuble position you’ were so 
kind as to elect me to amongst you, 
I have to thanki-fyow very sincerely 
for your great kindness; and although 
I have not the slightest pretentions 
to being a. silver-tongued orator, if you 
will have. patience with me for a few 
minutG I will make an effort at a few 
rambling remarks in connection with 
the position we farmers occupy in their 
Wetarkiwin district, But first let 
me say that yow are all aware that 
Wuring the time I haye occupied the 
honorable positioa ou placed me in I 
have been very quiet. Now my rria- 
cigul reason for being so is, that, in 
connection with that never-to-be-for- 
gotten day in the month of June, 1896, 
we were informed through good con- 
sorvative agthority that a chairman 
was only a tigurenead) and my exper- 
ienece among figureheads in my young- 
ec days was that I never heard one of 
them say a word. So I was only afraid, 
of being found fault with for saying 
tyo much. However, gentlemen, let us 
proceed a step. I am at a loss for 
something to say about our agricul- 
tural souety. It seems at present to 
be at a standstill. Financially it is in 
a good position ,but our failure to have 
a show this fall may: ba a backset to 
it. If we had, been successful in hav- 
ing a show tvs outlook might ewe 
been veny different. But the inclem4 
ency of the weather! at the time fixed 
for the show was at fault. 
ing, stacking and threshing after that 
was in the way. 
may have been at fault, (all these 
things were against us) but [ hope 
there will baa big change for the bet- 
ter now that we have got a new and 
in every way more robust figurehend. 


I hope that the farmers will not oniy | 


put their shoulders to the wheel but 
push, making it spin like a wheel of 
fortune. No doubt some were very 
much disappointed on account of the 
show being abangoned,, Some of the 
farmers seem aot to take the interest 
in this society we think they cught. 
But we must ot blame them tco much 
as co doubt they have plenty to do‘at 
bome. The farmers have great rea- 
son to be proud of the position they 
occupy in this digtrict to-day. The 
country is improving by leaps and 
bounds in spite, of ai! our kicking and 
growling. 1 often wish the farmers 
would meet sometimes and discuss 
wat ers that ought to be of interest 
to them. It seems to me we try to 
do too muth in the wag of growing 
great wide fields of grain, Ot course 
there are great inducements to it. The 
work is much easier done than in some 
parts; and then, as a gentleman from 
across the lina said in my hearing this 
fall, looking ai a field ct grain exposed 
to our view, “Minnesota in its very 
brightest days never raised, a crop like 
that.” That in itself is an inducement 
for people to rush into grain growing. 
But we must admit, that we run the 
risk of sometimes having unfavorable 
weather to hanile the grain in. [am 
not a prophet nor thea son of a prophet, 
bu {if my judgmecat would be consid- 
ered any way near correct, 1 would 
recommend keeping some cows, some 
pigs, some fowls, and growing what 
grein I eguld conveniently; going 
along pachaps slow but sure. As I 
have already stated the farmer has 
reason to be groud of his position here 
to-day. The auterence in the value of. 
land in a few; years will back) me up 
im that statement, Now gentlemen 
when I hegan to }ook into this matter, 
it made me bégin to lodk bask. I dont 
like locking back. It might be gan- 
gerous to look back, I prefer looking 
ahead. But one doas not need to look 
verv. far back toi see the day I settled 
on my bomestead out here. Tha day 
previous being Sunday I was staying 
at McDonali and Ramsay’s stopping 
pilaos at Gear's Hills, when a gent leman 
from Edmonton came along. They in- 
troduced me to him and told him 
where I had taken uf land.

THE POSITION OF THE DOCTORS. 
Editer Bulletin. 

Kindly allow me through your col- 
umnos to comment on the discussion 
regarding quarantine held by the board 
of trade, as reported in Wednesday's 
Post. Mr. C. deW. MacDonald with 
a reckless loquacity, equa'le; only by 
his inaceuracy there makes several 
statements which indirectly reflect on 
medical men of this town and their 
professional knowledge of disease, 
which I desire to covrect. He suggests 
that had the medical men stood out 
against Mr. Peterson ,matters might 
have proceeded more satisfactorily. 
Now the facts are that at the meeting 
the 
medical men to discuss the matter, he, 
though it was repeatedly and forcibly 
urged on him to do so, refused to ask 
the medical men individually for an 
expression of their opinion as *o the 
nature of the epitemic. Nevertheless 
he had reason to know that the major- 
ity of them were decidedly opposed to 
his view. Again Mr. MacDonald in- 
sinjaates a lack of moral courage on the 
part of medical men here, with the ex- 
ception of one whom he holds up as a 
public hero, in this connection I wish 
to saly that regarding a large number 
of cases which have come under my 
notice, I have never hesitated for a 
moment in expressing my opinion that 
they were chicken pox and not smali 
pox, either variola or varioloid. As 
for the cases reported by other medical 
men which I havej not seen{ 1 dp not 
presume so far as to make a diagnosis. 

No one medical man in town may be 
an authority on diseases of this nature, 
but the least 6f them knows infinitely 
more than Mr. MacDonald, who has 
ih> assurance to publicly criticise them.

It 
is also pirobabl« ‘rat he will be 1equir- 
ed to hold a certificate from the mus- 
ketry school, There will be a limit 
both as to the munimum and maximum 
rumber of members, and every mem- 
ber will be required to engage for 
three years. Ruitle clubs will thus 
form a firet «lass reserve to the pres- 
ac'.wwe militia. in making this 
provision the minivfer is actuated by 
a desire. to not only encourage rifle 
shooting and so increase the number of 
excellent and fancy shots, but to also 
increase the military s‘rength of Can- 
ada to the full extent of the member- 
The govern- 
ment will supply arms and allow: the 
clubs to uSe the government ranges 
where possible.

THE TAKING OF A BAD MAN. 
The long arm of the Jaw has for the 
past six moths been reaching out for 
Francois Hamelin, badman, and on 
Wednesday he came within its reach 
and the long arm gathered him up, 
with a bullet io his thigh, and - took 
him into the fold. The dais of the bad- 
mano in the west is almost over, he 
went when the railroad and telegraph 
came, but even yet an occasivnal evil- 
doer whose natural inclination to com- 
mit crime has gradually driven him 
on and on until circumstances make 
him desperate, will arise in the west 
and for a time make things hum tha 
way the typical penny-dreadful des- 
perado did, Almighty Voice was a 
good sample; Hamejin is another, 
though he has not yet succeeded in 
soaring to the beights of notoriety that 
bis illustrious predecessor attained. 
Hamelin’s career; though fairly brief, 
has been a lively and checkered one. 
Hs commenced early. by figuring be- 
fore the police inspectors on minor of- 
fences. About three years ago, while 
confined in the barracks’s coop here, 
he made his escape by cutting away 
ono end of a scantiing and bending! it 
out till he could squeeze himself 
through. Then without arousing the 
guard he got away. For several weeks 
he was at large, though dogged rer- 
sistent'y by the police, From camp to 
camp be was hunted until it was nev- 
er safe for him: to sleey im the same 
place twice or to ever make a return 
journey on the same road he went by. 
At last in the midd'e of the night a 
ipo'ice rig left the barracks, contain- 
ing an officer, a mon-com. and 
three or four men. Their destination 
Nwas a log shanty, back in the woods off 
the Sitomy Plain trail, on the border 
of the Indian reserve, where the out- 
law had beea Igcated, The place was 
surrounded and the folice entered, 
Though suiprised Hamelin put up a 
lively scrap auotil knocked, senseless by 
the butt of a six-shooter. In durance 
vile he then pult in the balance, of his 
term. On the exgary of his sentence 
he was released. ;Not long after a 
frightened half-breed woman arrived 
at the barracks to say that Hamelin’ 
had hammered his wife into insensibil- 
ity and taken tq the woods, threaten 
ing dire vengeance on any one who 
informed on him, His brutal abuse of 
his wife had become monotonous to the 
police and it wag decided to gather him 
im. Profiting by jguast experience, 
Hamelin was wary. He kegit closely to 
the woods, Annther half-breed in the 
employ. of the ‘police located him and a 
plant was arranged for his capture, 
Hameliu was inveigled into leaving his 
retreat for a trig, to Strathcona for 
the purpose of engaging in a celebra- 
tion dear to his heart. Unfortunately 
for him just as he got on the bridge 
he ran into Constable Holt, who was 
dressed in plain clothes. Then follow’ 
ed a lively; five minutes, Hamelin had 
obj-ctigns to being “taken” and, was not 
backward ini showing them, It was 
not watil the handcuffs were snarpéd 
on that he deqded to come, Fon this 
Hamelin got a sentence of seventeen 
months—twelve for the assault on his 
wife. three for rasisting arrest and two 
for carrying concealed weapons, a load- 
ed revolver having been, found on him 
when taken. After serviog only a few 
months Hameic escaped from the 
guard house at the Fort. This wasion 
the 17th July last. He got awaly by 
cutting hole im the flooring of the 
celleand digging bir way out under 
the wall. Since then he has been at 
lange though every. effort has been 
made to locate ard re-take him. For 
some time it has ‘been knownj to the 
police that he was in the vicinity of 
Onjon lake, and the detachment there, 
in charge of Sergt. Hall, have. been 
watching for him.. Yesterday the news 
came ovec the wire *hat he was taken, 
the despatch giving the following par- 
ticulars: a 
_Onion Lake, eb, 28th, ’01: There 
was unusual excitement caused by the 
wounding and arrest of a half-breed 
named Hamelin here, last night. This 
man escaped from the guard room at 
Fort Saskatchiewan Jast fall and, dur- 
ing the winter, reached Frog lake, 
about thirty miles from here, where he 
took up his residence in a thick bush, 
with a squaw and Indian, eluding, the 
folice. Yesterday be suspected the In- 
dian was acting suspiciously and 
threatened to kil! him and the squaw, 
both of whom immediately. fled to this 
place, Hamelin following them. The 
Police soon heard of his movements ani 
started after him. “Chey met him leay- 
ing an Indian house, \H» at once made 
for_a bluff and drew oa knife. The 
polize ordered him 4o stop which he re- 
fused to do, and they fired several 
shots after him hoping to scare him, 
but without avail. Just as he was en- 
tering the bluff a bullet. was put into 
his thigh. It is ssid Haynelin fully in- 
tended killing the squaw and Indian 
and taking their horses and was going 
north, Ui to the present the doctor 


has rot been able to finyt the bulles, 
but says the wound is ncti, at all ser- 
ious.

A LETTER FROM NOME. 
A letter from W. C. Gibbs, now of 
Cape Nome but formerly of Edmonton, 
written to L, H. Guully here, on the 
22nd of November, gives the following 
idea of life in that region: : 
My brother and myself, with a part- 
ner, gre living in a cabia on the beach, 
about 10 niles west of Nome, We have 
a very comfortable cabin about 11x13 
feet inside. Have a winter’s wood 
ahead and a good grubstake. Still it 
is a very inactive way of putting in 
the winter, There is no work gving on 
here, of any kind, daring the winter, 
which is one of the great drawbacks 
of this country. We think this dis- 
trict is going to be very good — this 
coming season as several fairly good 
creeks have been opened late this fall, 
but there will ba no work for such a 
mob as was here last summer and who 
are here to get an early start.
